Eleventh street seems to have served as 
a kind of Hue for tbe itorui and all the 
Intercepting object! In that line were 
practically reduced .lo ' nothingness. 
Down tbli itreet it carried sway the front! 
of buildings, mostly residences, on each 
side leaving In many Instances tbe fur- 
niture and other contcnti unmolested 
Jefferson and Market streets are In almost 
as bad a condition M Main. One hun- 
dred wagoni are busy carrying away tbe 
lolled .and broken furniture from the 
shattered houses. 


At 1 o'clock tbe opening of a portion 


of the debrii of the Fall* City ball cans 
ed a draught, whereupon tbo smolder- 
ing flre broke out .fiercely and spread 
rapidly,- forcing the workers to desert 
the- place. Ai soon as tbe fire gained 
headway the groani of tbe imprisoned- 
people became ihricki. Bo great wai 
the lin'mr of tbe_watcbera_lbat j-hey^ 
grew frantic, and screamed and ran 
about like mad. the terrible'suffering 
which .they were unable to alleviate 
driving them to despair.

The grand' lury visited and made a 


caroful and minute examisatlon of tho 
county jail, and feels compelled to utler 
t» decided opinion that this jail is utter- 
y inadequate to the demand! constantly 
m»do upon it and a disgrace to the 
county of El Paso. It Is too "mall; It Ii 
o'ot properly protected by a fence around 
be premises. It is Insecure .To? tbe 
>urposci of safely holding criminals 
constantly on the-lookout for chances 
of escape; tbcre are no sufficient meant 
of Isolating prisoners wben necessary; 
he cells and corridor* are overcrowded 
md proper means of securing cleinlineu 
amongst tbe inmatet are not prorided. 


There la. no bath or waib tub in tbe 


mtltutlon—only.a little link In one 
corner. Consequently men do not prop- 
erly clcoosc themselves, and new arrivals 
aken from the "dives" or gutters, dis- 
eased, perhaps and filthy with veikiin.

hey are, without ercn an effort lo
